ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
COMMITTEE, 


PASTORATE CHANGES. 

The Committee of Management 
of the Union Church presents to 
the seatholders‘of the Church a re- 
port of the work for 1930. 

Pastorate——Early in the year the 
Minister, Rev. F.C. Young, was 
taken il] with pneumonia and passed 
away on February 21. Thia was 
an inestimadsle loss to the Church, 
as, during hia period of fifteen 
months in Hong Kong, Mr. Young 
had not only endeared himself to 
all members of the ‘congregation— 
and to all autside who knew him— 
but through his able and devoted 
ministry had advanced and streng- 
thened the whole .work of the 
Church. 

After the death of Mr. Young the 
aggistance of the Congregational 
Union of England and Wales. was 
sought in the matter of eccuring a 
new Minister.- Furthermore, an 
effort was made to get pulpit supply 
lovally during the period of 
vacancy. In this undertaking the 
Committee was particularly for- 
tunate. From February to May, 
inclusive, and again, from the mid- 
dle of September to. the end of 
October, the Rev. F, Short, of the 
London Mission, Hong Kong, oc- 
eupied the pulpit on alternate Sun- 
days. From June 1 to the middle 
of September the Rev. J. Foster, of 
the Union Theological College, 
Canton, lived in the Manse and 
rendered very acceptable service in 
the pulpit. The congregation is 
deeply indebted to Mr. Short and 
Mr. Foster for giving so much time 
to the Church. Our thanks ara 
also due to Rev. J. C. Knight 
Anstey, Rev. J. H. Johnston, Rev, 
A. D. Stewart, Rev. G. H. McNeur, 
Rev. E. Dewstce and Rev. W. W. 
Clayaon for thelr services, 

“Later in the year, on the hearty 
recommendation of Rev. S. M. 
Berry, D.D., Secretary of the CTon- 
gregational Union of England and 
Wales, the Church appointed the 
Rev. E. G. Powell, of Bath, England, 
who, with Mrs. Powell, arrived in 
Hong Kong on: October 31. Mr. 
Powell's ministry has met with 
signal appreciation from the begin- 


ning and we confidently believe:

gress In all departments, : 
Sunday Schools—The Sunday 
schools at Kennedy Road ond at 
Quarry Bay were held ‘ regularly 
throughout the yoar, except during 
the summer months, ‘The numbers 
on the rolls at the end of the year 
were, Kennedy Road, 46 scholars 
and 6 teachers; Quarry Bay, 84 
scholars and 6 teachors, : 
At times’ there was‘'a shortage of 
teachers at Kennedy Road, a matter 
which requires the attention of the 
‘Church, Both schools attended the 
Morning Service on November 23, 
and again on Christmas Sunday, 
when they brought presenta to be 
sent to children in the hospitals. 
Sailors and Soldicrs.—During the 
Winter months, when the fleet wag 
in port, a naval parade was held 
on Sunday at 10.15 am. At the 
beginning of the year detachments 
from the King’s Own Scottish Bor- 
derers paraded at the regular 
Morning Service and were much 
missed when they left for India at 
the beginning of March.

It 
would seem that these young men 
do not always get value for their 
money. They attend lectures or 
classes, we ave aware, and per- 
haps write: and read under the 
eagle eye of the master and re- 
ceive at the end of the term a 
highly embellished certificate or 
diploma. Unfortunately these 
décuments are rarely worth more 
than the paper on which they are 
printed, which is expensive and 
lossy and showy enough. If 
subjects of any userulness \are 
taught at-these schools,.cither the 
students have an utter incapacity 
for understanding them, or they 
are not taught in the best possi- 
ble manner,’ We suspect that the 
methods are sometimes haphazard 
and lacking in thoroughness, and 
that the absence of proper super- 
vision leads the tutotial staff, or 
president, or managers of the 
school to regard their obtigations 
with a detachment admirable in a 
philosopher but not in those who 
have the destinies and future 
carcers of adolescents in their con- 
trol. 

If our purely -gupertiétal re- 
marks, which no more than touch 
the surface of the evil, result in 
the Government setting up a 
Board or commission to enquire 


into the manner in which these’ 


schools are conducted, the 
methods of teaching and the 
nature of the matter taught, we 
shall feel, in the words of the dog- 
gerel, “some thing aitempted, 
zome thing done,” by having rais- 
ed the bknds of these numerous 
and pernicious estibliabments:

BEAUTY OF FOLK SONGS. 

The community is grateful to the 

Westminster Glee Singers for yet 
another delightful concert last 
night, in the course of which the 
beauties of English and Scottish 
ballad music, and old English folk 
songs, were made evident, It is 
quite easy to understand that 
Americane xeeelved the folk 
songs with acclamation, . (as Mr. 
Edward Branscombe informed us) ; 
they revive a type of melody that 
has been all too long neglected. 
. In a series of offerings of 
sustained excellence, perhaps - the 
cycle of Scottish songs, given by 
the Singers, made the strongest im- 
pression | upon an enthusiastic 
audience. One particularly ad- 
mired “Will Ye No Come Back 
Again,” most sympathetically sung. 
and “Turn Ye To Me,” In which the 
modulations were exquisite. 

Mr. Albert Greene, with the 
chorus, was encored for his robust 
singing of sailor shanties, and later 
caused great merriment with a 
Somersetshire folk song, “Young 
Richard,” and a3 an encore, an 
oddity entitled “The Tithe Pig.” 
These items constituted part of ao 
group of Old English folk songs 
which were beautiful in their very 
simplicity. 

‘Master Desmond White deserves 
a special word of commendation for 
his singing of “Killarney,” which 
ig old enough to be new again, and 
which is so eminently fitted to a 
boy’s treble. Another old favourite, 
given as an encore was “Love was 
Once a Little Boy.” Master White 
has a very true and sweet voice, and 
he produces his high notes without 
the alightest indication of forcing.

He found that all tho 
five had injection marks. Some of 
them had go many that it seemed 
that they had beon frequently in- 
jected for a long time. At the time 
of examination none of them was 
under the Influence of morphia. He 
could not’ say whether the marks 
were marks of morphia injection. 
In hospital a very, fine quality of 
‘morphin was being uacd for the 
purpose of injecting patients, and 
usually after injection no marks 
were loft behind, In the present 
case the men must have used a 

crude forin: of morphia to have had 
so many marks on their bodies. 
Several men had marks of injection 
on both thighs. 

In reply to the Magistrate, wit- 
ness stated that among people like 
the accused crude opium or morphia 
injection was quite common.

Draiatie Alterations to 
Be Made. ' 


RUNNERS. RESTRICTED. 
Mr. E, A. C. Topham, the Clork 
of Course at Liverpool, has, with 
the approval of the Stewards, 
made drastic alteration in the con- 
ditions of this year’s Grand 
National, with a view to limiting 
the size of the field to normal pro- 
vortiona. Mr. Topham has begun 
by eliminating the entry of five- 
year-olds, but this will make very 
little difference to the number of 
entrants, for few horses of that 
eye have, at all events, in recent 
lyears, been nominated. A much 
more sweeping alteration is that 
a horse will’ not be qualified to 
tun unless he has, prior to March 
2%, either won or been placed “in 
taces of o certain distance or 
salue. In this connection it ia in- 
leresting to note that the condi- 
tions do not stipulate that a horse 
riust be qualified at entry. Any 
horse, even one who has not won 
or been placed in a race of any 
description, enn be entered, and is 
allowed until March 17, or ten. 
days before the race ia due to be 
run, to gain the necessary quali- 
fieation, It will, hzwever, be not- 
ed that the first acceptance for 
the race is duc on January 27 (a 
week after the publication af the 
weights), and any horse remaining 
in after that date will incur a 
liability of an extra 50 sovs; 80 
that it is very unlikely that horses 
of which very high hopes are en- 
tertained of their ability to do so, 
will be left in after that date. 
The New Conditions. 

The new. conditions of the race, 
which will be ran on Friday, 
March 27, are:— 


The Grand National ‘Steeple- 
chase (handicap) of 10 sovs. each, 
50 sovs, extra if left in after 
January ‘27, with an additional 40 
sovs, if left in. after March 17, 
with 5,000 govas. (including a 
trophy value 200 sovs.) added; 
second to receive 800 sova., third 
500 sovs, and the fourth 200 sova. 
from-the stakes. For six years 
cld and upwards which, by March 
17, 1931, have been placed first, 
second or third (by the judge) in 
steeplechases of three miles and 
upwards, or the equlvalent in for- 
elgn distances, or in the steeple- 
chases of any distance at Aintree 
(Liverpool), or the winner of any 
steeplechasy value 500 ‘sova, (sell- 
ing races In every case excepted).

Minimum Weight Ralsed. 

The lowest weight will be 10st, 

7M, instead of 10st., a6 last year, 
thus giving a range of only 2st. 
fa the weights. The’ bottom 
weight has varied from time to 
time.in previous year, and used 
to be as low as 9st, 7Ib.—the low- 
est minimum permitted under. 
National Hunt Rules, Sunloch

. The other conditions of the 
race remain the same, with the 
exception that an owner who: 
leaves his horse in at the final oc- 
ceptance will have to pay 100 sovs,

These sweeping alterations are 
intended to eliminate as far as 
possible the entrier of mediocre 
horses and the consequent menace 
ofa huge field.
